D.strict Proposed 


soon after) Result of the Movement for General 


Irrigation in Southern 
Alberta 

Still further territory is being em- 
braced by the exponents of irriga- 
tion in Southern Alberta, ‘The latest 
report is that three new big irriga- 
tion districts adjacent to the town of 
Macleod, a few miles west of Leth- 
bridge Alberta, ate’ how in process 
of organization, ! 

Since the Alberta Irrigation District 
Act came into effect several irrigation 
districts have been arganized in the 
neighborhood of Lethbridge, and 
these new projects are covering a yet 
wider field, 

The largest of these new districts 
will euibrace an area of 100,000 acres, 
north of the town of Macleod, This 
project, has been outlined since the 
projection of the Lethbridge northern 
scheme, farther east, and these two 
projects will be supplied from the 
same ditch. Another project is out- 
lined southwest of the town, and will 
supply irrigation to 40,000 acres. The 
third project is south of the town, 
and will irrigate about 90,000 acres. 
With the completion of these schemes 
Macleod will be. the centre of one of 
the biggest irrigation sections in Wes- 
tern Canada.

Change Wanted 


Saskatchewan Stockgrowers Asking 
for Amendments to the Stray 
Animals Act 

Representatives of the Saskatche- 
wan Stockgrowers’ Association are 
asking the provincial government for 
amendments to the Stray Animals 
Act. They point out that the varia- 
tions ‘in time and methods of appli- 
cation of the herd law in neighbor- 
ing municipalities make it a difficult 
matter for the ranchers to conserve 
their interests, 

The delegation also suggest the re- 
vival of hide inspection provisions, 
which legislation was repealed some 
time ago on account of the difficulty 
of administering the law with respect 
to the section calling for the vending 
of brands or the execution of a cer- 
tificate of sale at the time of sale of 
cattle, 

The question has been somewhat 
aggravated this year on account of 
weather conditions resulting in flax 
being left in the fields unthreshed. 
The drouth in some districts has also 
made cattle feed scarce with the at- 
tendant necessity for cattle to range 
considerable distances to procure 
fodder. The problems also bring in 
questions relating to fencing, legal 
fences and the impounding of cattle.

Threshing Ontfits 
In Great Demand 


More Threshing Machines in the 
‘Field Than Eyer Before 

In spite of the fact that portions 
of the province of Alberta were shor- 
ter than usual in the matter of crops 
last season, there appears to have 
been more threshing machines in the 
field than ever before. This is borne} 
out by, the licenses obtained at the 
provincial governinent’s office, where 
over 2,800 licenses have been taken 
out to date, and this number is ex- 
pected to. reach well over 3,000. be- 
fore the end of the year. Last year 
the total number of licenses obtain- 
ed by threshers was 2,000. 

The heavy shipment of threshing 
rigs into the districts north of Ed- 
monton, Alberta, accounted for the 
increase in the year’s flect of outfits, 
it is said. For weeks during the late 
summer and early fall every train in- 
to the northland carried from one, to 
a dozen threshing outfits, and many 
of these were new machines, while 
others were rigs taken north | from 
the dryer belt farther south.

A mun’s re- 
putation may be sacrificed in a 
moment of ill-considered action. 
The people who are prone to 
fall on their knees to do us 
houour when success is with us 
may be the first to throw the 
stone of malice when failure 
settles its cloud on our heads. 
The one absolutely unselfish 
triend that a man can have in 
this seltish world, the one that 
never deserts him and the one 
who*never proves ungrateful 
or treacherous, is his dog. 

“Gentlemen of the Jury, a 
man’s dog stands by him_ in 
prosperity and poverty; in 
health and in sickness. He will 
sleep on the cold ground, when 
the wintry winds blow and the 
snow drives fiercely, if only he 
may be near his master’s side.

“No one who watches closely’ the 
signs of-the times can fail to note 


“that it is the opinion of the great 


conimercial, financial, transportation 
and industrial leaders of Canada, the 
United States and Great Britain that 
Canada is on the threshold‘oi an era 
of tremendous expansion. Though 
most of the prblic utterances of men 
of this class are couched in rather 
doleful terms, and although the ad- 
vice they tender is all along one lihe 
— “produce and save” — at the same 
time they aré making great prepara- 
tions to keep pace with the develop- 
ment that they foresee for the Dom- 
inion, The advice to produce and 
Save is very necessary and very 
sound, and it is well that it should 
be put forward and reiterated as fre- 
quently as possible, But, neverthe- 
less, it can do no harm to regard 
the almost inevit- 
able and truly wonderful expansion 
period that is opening up. : 

Eastern Canada is due for a great 
industrial development. Of that 
there can now be no doubt. Eastern 
papers contain item after item an- 
nouncing plans for the construction 
of immense new industrial plants in 
the coming year, in addition to a 
large number of huge p'ants on which 
work was. begun during the past buil- 
ding season. Automobile tires, elec- 
tric supplies, automobiles, steel pro- 
ducts, and talking machines are lines 
in which there. has recently been 
much development. English and Am- 
¢rican capital’is pouring in, in addi- 
tion to considerable reserves which 
Canadian financiers seem now able to 
release, with the war over. The es- 
tablishment in Canada of branches 
of great American industrial ‘corpor- 
ations is a feature of the expansion, 
and there are also many new promo- 
tions, 

Still more remarkable, and still 
more rapid, is likely to be the devel- 
opment of Western Canada. A great 
feature of this will be an influx of 
farm settlers in great numbers. One 
reason for this will be the unprece- 


. dented rise in the value of farm lands 


in the Central States during the past 
year, -lt is said on good authority 


that the average increase'in the price 
of farm lands in Iowa this year was 
$100 an acre, and that the total in- 
crease in value would be over a bil- 


Cubic Feet 

In view of the fact that the Uni- 
ted States navy has put in an order 
for a 2,000,000 cubic foot rigid dir- 
igible to be constructed by England, 
a few facts relative to England are 
English dirigibles  pat- 
terned after the approximate plan of 
the German Zeppelins have been 
constructed to a size of 2,700,000 
cubic feet. The speed of ships of 
this size is about 75 miles per hour, 
and their endurance about 175 hours. 
This gives a possibility of a cruts- 
ing radius of over 13,500 miles, more 
than half the distance around the 
earth. 

Ships of still greater size and ca- 
pacity are already being construct~- 
ed in England, keels have been laid 
for ships of 5,000,000 cubic feet, and 
all new hangars in England are be- 
ing constructed to accommodate 
ships up to that size.

. 000 cubic foot dirigible ship have 
been completed in England. Ita

“Refuse to pay luxury prices and un- 
reasonable costs for common food- 
stuffs. Buy only what is absolutely 
necessary now. Stop eating dollar a 
dozen egys and -ninety-cent butter. 
Postpone purchase of the fur coat and 
the expensive suit for the present and 
watch prices tumble,”

There was a 
time about 1900. when American im- 
migration was just beginning, that 
about four out of five Americans 
coming expected to have to pay taxes 
to “the Queen of England,” in addi- 
tion to municipal, provincial or fed- 
eral taxes. Knowledge of Canada 
has been growing in the United 
States, and the war has led to a much 
better understanding. 

The development of the West is 
not going to be altogether agricultu- 
ral. Developing the oil fields of 
Northern Alberta is attracting many. 
millions of capital. Great Britain, 
particularly, having acquired a major 
share of the present oil resources of 
the yrorld, is going seriously into the 
Northern Alberta field, and 1s pre- 
pared to spend millions in prospect- 
ing it. Several large corporations are 
now interested in gold, copper and 
other mining enterprises in Northern 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan. Then. 
too, the ordinary commercial insti- 
tutions of the West are expanding 
rapidly. Regina alone has a building 
program for next year in the way of 
warehouses and industrial plants that 
will total fifteen hundred thousand 
dollars and probably more. 

With the ability to produce a great 
exportable surplus of foodstuffs for a 
hungry world, and with tminense nat- 
ural resources of all kinds, Canada’s 
future prospects could hardly be 
brighter, They have not failed to at- 
tract the attention of the leaders in 
the world of business.—Regina Post.

Persia Benefits by 
World War 


Road Built to Replace Century-Old 
Camel Route 


Little by’ little: more is becoming 
known of the military operations 
which had Persia as their theatre. 
Persia has suffered much:from the 
conflict of nations, but she has also 
gained immeasurably: For the first 
time in history a road has been built 
from ‘Duzdap to Meshed, .a route 
which camels have coyered for cen- 
turies in long, weary journeys of four 
months’ duration. .The road is 600 
miles long. It-ie. laid across hills, 
deserts, and bogs, actoss deep sand, 
and at an altitudé (réaching at some 
points 6,000 feet above sea level. It 
xvas completed’ in six months in the 
face of difficulties which only those 
who know Pefsian wilds can rcalize 
—only those, too, who know the pres- 
sute of” treméndous circumstance in 
which Getnerab ‘Dicksén’ carried out 
his purpose.

‘- - Thinks of That Country 

In the future of China ‘the. outside 
world is likely some day to hear more 
of the Province of Kansu, neighbor- 
ing on the Tibetan border. Just now 
it is chiefly interesting, on the report 
of-a traveller in the Far Eastern 
Review, Because*it is 30 unlike China 
as one ordinarily thinks of that coun- 
try: It has no rice swamps, no plc- 
turesque junks, no poverty-stricken 
congestion of city population. Its 
mountain ranges and torrential 
streams remind one of Switzerland, 
and the land is settled thinly by a 
rough and vigorous people, peaceable 
by inclination but not safe to impose 
upon, But it is a difficult place to 


iget to, and its export of wool to 


foreign markets has an arduous jour- 
ney, as do the imports that are 
brought in from the nearest railway 
points. To reach a railway, one trav- 
ls 25 days on horseback from Lan- 
chowfu, the capital of the province; 
and from Hsiningfu, where the wool 
starts on its way to the’ foreign 
firms in Tientsin, it must journey two 
months on the old-fashioned camel 
before it can be put aboard a new- 
fashioned freight car, The bulk of 
the importations come in by cart, and 
not long ago merchants at the, rail- 
way terminal found carts so. scarce 
that thousands of wheelbarrow cool- 
ies were assembled from other, dis- 
tricts, and started over the robber- 
infested road in a long procession, 
with donkeys hitched to their heavily 
loaded wheelbarrows. Evén in Kansu, 
however, the motor. car ‘Penetrates, | 
and there is talk of a motor. road 
from Lanchéw to’ Nihghsia, where it| 
will connect with the. erratic service 
that brings Kansu products by. water 
from the interior, part ofthe way on 
primitive skin rafts and part of it in 
flat-bottomed gasoline launches.

The invention of a new steel far in 
advance of any high-speed steel made 
is ascribed by the Daily Mad to Joha 
Oliver Arnold, professor of metallur- 
gy at Sheffield university. 

Prof Arnold, who is said to have 
been the discoverer of vanadium 
steel, claims, according to the Mail 
that the new steel possesses far more 
commercial possibilities, that it is un- 
rivalled in hardness, that in too) form 
it will remove a greater weight than 
any other steel, and that it possesses 
a comparatively longer life. 

The Daily Mail indicates that Pro- 
fessor Arnold uses molybdenium in- 
stead of tungsten and says: “If 
large quantities of molybdenium, a 
hard, silver-white metallic element, 
can be found and produced, tungsten 
will take a hack seat, because six 
per cent. molybdenium will achieve 
more than 18 per cent. of tungsten,” 

Professor Arnold, says the news- 
paper, is prevented under the Defence 
of the Realm Act from using his in- 
vention industrially. He is patent- 
ing his invention in England and 
America, and will be allowed to pro- 
ceed with his American patent on 
condition that he publishes nothing 
of it. 

He is absolutely forbidden to com- 
municate the details of his discovery 
to anybody in Great Britain except 
under censorship. 

The Daily Mail says the govern- 
ment has asked Professor Arnold 
whether he is willing to hand over 
his invention to the state, and on 
what terms, but that Arnold docs 
not intend to comply with the gov- 
ernment’s desire to secure it. A re- 
presentative of the United States 
government, the newspaper con- 
tinues, made a special journey to 
Sheffield to investigate Professor Ar- 
nold'’s discovery, and agents of the 
United States are prospecting in 
America and Europe for deposits of 
molybdenium, which previously have 
been found chiefly in Canada. 

Immense deposits of molybdenium 
have been found in the Ottawa valley 
on the Quebec side of the river, 
especially in Pontiac County, in the 
district about Quyon, There are 
other deposits, too,-in Canada. 

In the carly part of the war there 
was a tremendous demand for this 
mineral for the purpose of hardening 
steel, but it is understood thar later 
the inquiry fell off, due chiefly to a 
substitution of other hardening pro- 
cesses. For this reason many of the 
showings were never developed. 

Should Professor Arnold's discov- 
ery prove, as the London dispatch 
indicates, to be of such great com- 
mercial value, the future of the Ot- 
tawa valley district properties would 
be assured, 

According to the best authorities, 
molybdenium is usually found as 
molybdenite. Molybdenite has alse 
been found in British Columbia in 
considerable quantities. 


Regulations For Mange 


Competent Inspectors to Be Sent to 
Mange Areas to Survey the 
Ranches 
Following the agitation by Alberta 
ranchers for better control of the 
mange trouble the Dominion Minis- 
ter of Agriculture announces that @ 
crew of competent inspectors will be 
sent to the mange area to survey 
the ranches, as this is the time of 
year when the presence of mange can 
be most readily detected, to deter- 
mine which is mange and which ts 
mange-free territory. It is expected 
the inspection will be completed and 
all reports in inside four weeks, and 
then every portion of the territory 
which has been found free will be 

handled as mange-free areas. 

The plan is to concentrate upon the 
arcas where mange-ls found These 
areas will be divided into districts, 
and dipping vate will be erected 
wherever nécessary, The government 
will contribute $400 toward cach dip- 
ping vat, and dipping will be made 
compulsory, The whole matter of 
‘stamping out mange will be thor- 
oughly organized and prosecuted 
with the utmost vigor, and the mea- 
sure of success will depend om the 
co-operation received from the live- 
stock men who are interested
